BARE HANDS BRING RESCUE 


Two Male Workers Break Corrugated 
kon and Make Exit for 
, Flight on Ice. 


HECK HALL, EVANSTON, BURNS 


„The dyeing and cleaning establishment of 
Kraus Brothers and Loewy occupies a two 
story brick and frame building at 306-10 West 
Twenty-fourth street. Fifty girls work 
there. The place is charged with benzine, 
gasoline, and other high inflammables. 

Fire started in the place yesterday after- 
noon. Three minutes later twenty-five of 
the girls and two men found themselves 
trapped at the bottom of the rear staircase. 
Behind them rolied a ball of flame. In front 
of them was a door composed of heavy iron 
bars. That door was double bolted and pad- 
locked from the outside. 

Right in front of them was safety. They 
could see it through the bars. But the twen- 
ty-five girls and the two men, knotted into 
one great tangle, had no chance to reach safe- 
ty through that door. 

At one side, half way up the etairway, was 
a window. It, too, was inclosed by heavy 
iron bare. They were trapped in a cul de sac. 


Lift Girls to Safety. 
The two men—unidentified heroes—grap- 
pled with the problem and solved it. One 
leaned over. The other climbed onto his 
back. This raised him high enough to 
reach the corrugated iron roof that sloped 
down along the stair passage. That man 
attacked that roof with his bare hands. He 
broke his nails and lacerated his fingers pit!- 
fully, but he ripped a jagged hole to open 
air. And the two men pulled and pushed 
the twenty-five girls to safety. 
The whole building is devoted to the busi- 
ness of dyeing and cleaning. The basement 
ie used as a storage place for gasoline. Hun- 
dreds of gallons of high infammabies are kept 
there. The first floor is devoted to the me- 
chanical end of the business. The second floor 
is where the mass of employés work—ironing, 
spotting, and packing. 
The structure is two stories in front, sloping 
down to one story at the rear. 


No Fire Escapes in Building. 
The fire started in the center of the bulld- 
ing in the basement where the oil was stored. 
It spread rapidly through the workrooms, 
where the few men and fifty girls were em- 
ployed. There were no fire escapes on the 
outside of the structure. Women employed 
in the front of.the building ran to stairways, 
where they were able to escape with the aid 
of firemen. 
Some were overcome and had to be carried 
out. There were no tron bars on the front 
windows and several girls were taken out 
through the windows on the firemen’s lad- 
ders. 
It was on the second floor in the rear that 
twenty-five girls and two men were caught. 
The fire cut them off from the front exits. 


Barred by Locked Doors. 
The other exit was a stairway built along- 
side of the building. The stairway from the 
second floor runs down along the outside 
wall. Heavy iron doors similar to those that 
bar the entrance to the county jail or a Hon's 
cage ars at the foot of the stairs. 
These tron’ doors, which separate in the 
middle, were locked with a padlock, accord- 
ing to Arthur Berg, vice president and treas- 
urer of the company. 
The twenty-five girls and two men piled in- 
to the stairway. It was covered over with a 
heavy tin roof. They fell and slid to the iron 
doors. They could put their arms through the 
door and could see the flames fast spread 
ing to the end of the building, where the large 
tanks of gasoline were stored. 


Girls Scream and Shout. 
The girls pushed and strained with all their 
strength against the door. It didn’t yield. 
They screamed and shouted. Finally they 
gave up.

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VOTES OF WOMEN 
TODAY MAY RULE 


Election Experts Think About 
75,000 New Citizens Will 
Go to the Polls. 


POLITICIANS BAFFLED, 


For the first time in Chicago's history, 
women will join with men today in nominat- 
ing candidates for aldermen. Upon the 
number of women who go to the polls de- 
pends the result in many wards. 

In wards where there are contests among 
rival party candidates uncertainty prevails 
as to the outcome. Politicians admit their 
inability to forecast how many women will 
vote. 

A careful study of the registration figures 
has led experts to conclude there are more 
women on the lists identified with the Pro- 
gressive and Republican parties than with 
the Democratic party. It also is agreed the 
Socialists have doubled their voting strength 
by the enfranchisement of women of Social- 
ist families. 


Many Democratic Contests. 
Despite the belief that fewer Democratic 
women are on the registration books than 
those of other parties, it is expected more 
women will vote the Democratic ticket, pro- 
portionately, than other party tickets. This 
reckoning is made on the assumption that the 
lack of factional squabbles in the Pro- 
gressive and Republican camps will keep 
many women who might ally themselves 
with those parties away from the polls. Most 
of the fights are on the Democratic side. 
Approximately 590,000 men and women 
are eligible to vote at the primary. Of this 
number it is Ggured that not more than 200,- 
000 will go to the polls. It is estimated by 
election experts that about 130,000 men will 
vote and not more than 50 per cent of the 
158,000 women on the rolls. The campaign 
waged by suffrage leaders to keep women 
from identifying themselves with party pol- 
itics in local affairs is expected to have this 
effect. 


Interest in Four Wards. 
Attention will be centered on four wards, In 
two of which women are contesting for Demo- 
cratic nominations. In five other wards wom- 
en will be nominated without opposition. 

In the Second ward Miss Sara Hopkins ‘s 
contesting with Thomas T. Hoyne, brother of 
the states attorney; John Barnicle, and John 
H. Montgomery for the Democratic title. A 
recent clash with her campaign manager, a 
negro woman doctor, may and may not have 
jeopardized Miss Hopkins’ chances. The 
negro vote is a controlling factor in the ward. 
The other contest in which a woman figures 
is in the Twenty-third ward, where Mrs. 
Marie Gerhardt, wife of the former county 
architect, Paul Gerhardt, is running against 
Joseph H. Hopp, backed by the Sullivan or- 
ganization, and Adolph D. Weiner, supported 
by the Haitch-Haitch machine. This is the 
new home ward of Mayor Harrison. A bitter 
factional row may enhance Mrs. Gerhardt's 
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and empowered to arrest any one caught 


trespassing on the election law. 


Miss Drake personally does not fear that 
enough men can be induced to vote for 
Wehle or any other candidate on the Pro- 
gressive ticket to deny her the nomination,

Several unsuccessful attempts were made 
to operate cars between Peorie and Bloom- 
ington, but they encountered drifts from 
six to twelve feet deep and were forced to 
return.

Two other Pennsyivania 
trains, No. 12, from Chicago, and No. 47, from 
Richmond to Chicago, are in snowdrifts 
about ten miles from Richmond. 

Pennsylvania train No. 19, from Louisville 
to Indianapolis, is held up by a snowdrift near 
Columbus. Ind. 

On the Peoria and Eastern division of the 
Big Four railroad all attempts to operate 
trains has been abandoned. Trains are re- 
ported stalied at Tremont, Petersburg, Les- 
lie, and Waynetown. 

A Lake Erie and Western passenger train 
that left Newcastle for Muncie, sixteen miles 
distant, had not arrived at its destination 
tonight, fourteen hours after leaving New- 
castle. 

Only one interurban line is operating out of 
Indianapolis. The other is tied up at the 
city Umits, and other electric trains have 
been canceled.

In his speeches, both at the annual Wash- 
ington’s birthday celebration of the Union

lowed, he cast emphasis upon the good for- 
tune that had come to the country with the 
acministration of President Wilsor. 

The meetings at which Secretary Daniels 
spoke were the leading ones in the ob- 
servance of Washington's birthday. 


Finance on Sound Footing. 

Secretary Daniels said that business in the 
United States is solid. He said that financial 
life is so wholesome and strong that the pas- 
sage of financial measures which formerly 
would have been considered radical created 
no upheaval in business. President Wilson, 
he said, had made good. congress, he de- 
clared, is going on with great enterprises. 

We see some evidences of pessimism 
among the politicians who are out of office,” 
said Secretary Daniels at the luncheon at 
the Union League club. I have noticed 
that ‘Uncle Joe Cannon, who was always 
considered a great optimist at Shore hod 
takes a rather dark view. 

“Tt is like the man who caught a fish, so 
big it pulled him out of his boat. He screamed 
for help. ‘Stand up,’ shouted a fisherman. 
When he did he found the water up to his 
knees. ‘ 

Whenever men fear that the American 
spirit is going to lag because the other party 
is in power, I want tosay: Stand up.’ 

“The country is going ahead with great 
enterprises. The Panama canal is soon to be 
opened. A railroad is to be built in Alaska. 
The spirit of Washington and Lincoln is the 
spirit of today.” 


Praises the Naval Station. 

Secretary Daniels praised the . g lakes 
nu val training station. 

“You have here on the great lakes,” he 
said; the most magnificent training station 
for sailors in the world. We have a type of 
young man in the navy who is learning and 
who has an American spirit of ambition. 
Every boy who enlists goes to school on the 
ship. . 

For the first time in nearly halfa century 
the navy is overflowing because in the navy 
young men can get an education while they 
are earning their way. The day is not far 
distant when we shall take from the ranks 
enlisted men to make captains and admirals.” 


Wilson a Follower of Washington. 

In his talk at the Auditorium theater in 
the morning, Secretary Daniels asserted that 
President Wilson had heeded the admoni- 
tions of Washington ané had received the ap- 
proval of the people of the United States.

It was not, how- 
ever, construed as any intimation that Great 
Britain would refrain from insisting upon 
adequate action by this government. 

That Great Britain doés not intend to leave 
its interests entirely in the hands of the 
United States was evidenced tonight by an 
announcement from the British embassy that 
an agent of his majesty’s government is to 
proceed at once to the scene of Benton's 
death. Charles A. Perceval, British consul 
at Galveston, Tex., has been instructed to 
proceed immediately to El Paso, there to 
assist Mrs. Benton, and in general to exert 
himself as opportunity offers in the interest 
of British subjects in Mexico. 

He will join in the endeavor to obtain Ben- 
ton's body, examination of which, it is be- 
lieved, may reveal something of the manner 
of the man’s death. 


VILLA’S ACT STIRS UP ENGLAND. 

LONDON, Feb. 24, 3 a. m.—The British par- 
liament and press have been stirred by the 
recent killing of William 8. Benton, a Brit- 
ish subject, by order of the Mexican Consti- 
tutionalist general, Francisco Villa, at Jua- 
rez, and yesterday the question of protection 
for British interests and for Englishmen re- 
siding in Mexico was made the subject of 
earnest consideration both in the house of 
commons and in the columns of the news- 
papers. 

Sir Edward Grey, secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, outlined the attitude of the 
British government and the nature of the 
communications which the British ambassa- 
dor at Washington had had with the govern- 
ment of the United States. 


May Arouse Public Feeling. 

He said Sir Cecil Spring-Rice had told Sec- 
retary of State Bryan that the public opinion 
of Europe was likely to be seriously affected 
by the action of Gen. Villa. This announce- 
ment was greeted with cheers, 

The foreign secretary assured the house 
that the government was taking all possible 


| steps to learn the facts regarding the Benton 


case and to secure full protection for its 
nationals in Mexico, but pointed out that the 
government was powerless to take any meas- 
ures in the disturbed regions. 

Sir Edward added that Mr. Bryan, while 
declining responsibility for Villa’s doings, 
had promised full inquiry.

It flashed over me that he 
intended to kill me. | grabbed his hand and 


at the same time thrust my revolver into the 


pit of his stomach to stop him. I die not wish 
to appear bioodthirsiy and, therefore, did 
not shoot him myself. 

“My guards seized him, took his pistol 
away from him, and placed him under ar- 
rest. It was decided to try him by court 
martial and this was done in the regular 
manner prescribed by law and the prisoner 
Was executed eighteen hours after he made 
the attempt on my life. That is all there is 
to it. „We would have treated any other 
offender in the same way, whether he was 
American, Spanish, German, or Japanese. 


Guilty of Other Offenses? 
Benton was not only guilty of attempt- 
ing murder, but of other offenses, for we have 
proof of his enmity to our cause and of the 
aid he rendered our enemies. However, he 
wae executed for attempting to take my life. 
I have nothing to conceal about it. 

“I know the incident has aroused com- 
ment in the United States and Europe and 
that is why I am making this statement. A 
man who acted as Benton did would have 
received the same treatment in any country. 


“I want to ¢mphesize the fact that I did 


not kill Benton myself, I would not have 
soiled my hands with the detail of the execu- 
tion after the court had found him guilty. 
After the verdict Benton confessed. He did 
not appeal for mercy, but asked that his prop- 
erty be secured to his wife. We promised that 
this would be done. 

Statements have been made that we have 
executed other foreigners, but these are un- 
true. Benton is the only one.” 7 | 


BENTON SLAYING HOLDS STAGE. 

‘EI Paso, Tex., Feb. 23.—Interest in the ex- 
ecution of William 8. Benton by Gen. Villa 
last Tuesday continued with little abatement 
today. All eyes were on developments at 
Washington. 

Tonight Consul Edwards at Juarez said 
the state department's request—it was à re- 
quest, and not a demand—that Benton's body 
be turned over to the widow had met with 
no response from Gen. Villa, who is at Chi- 
huahua. The request was telegraphed last 
Saturday and it is reported that Consul 
Letcher at Chihuehua will renew his plea. 


Unable to See Bauch.

Villa to have been removed to Chihuahua for 
review of hie case, wherein he is charged 
with being a spy, cropped out anew today, 
when it was reported that Consul Letcher, 
who has been instructed by the state depart- 
ment to safeguard the prisoners interests, 
had been unable to see him.

FALSE | ROPHETS. 

A few weeks Emil G. Hirsch de- 
plored editorially the foreign national- 
‘ism which is being fostered in the United 
States by a certain class of self-seeking 
‘allen politicians. Last Sunday, at a meet- 
{ug of naturalized citizens, the eminent 
‘rabbi repeated his deprecations against this 
*“ tampering with our Americanism.” He 
‘appealed for an “ undefiled nationalism,” a 
nationalism not hitched to 2 hyphen. He 
ged the new voters to go to the polls not 


to make at this time. Their campaign ad- 
dresses bristle with anti-Americanism. 

Many of the alien newspapers which at 
all other times maintain a level headed 
American spirit in their columns yield about 
this time to the pressure of these politicians. 
They codperate with them in inventing anti- 
American issues. The foreign voter who 
knew of no anti-foreign feeling is made to 
believe that it exists in America just as in 
some European countries. And the cure 
for this anti-foreign feeling, the voter is told 
by these organs, lies in yoting for this or that 
man of his own nationality or race. 

In urging aliens not to be misled by these 
false prophets of foreign nationalism, to 
judge candidates not by what country they 
come from but by what they represent as 
citizens, to vote not as Germans, Slavs, or 
Jews, but as Americans, Dr. Hirsch deliv- 
ers a message the United States is greatly in 
need of. It is to be hoped that the foreign 
editors throughout the country will give ear 
to this warning. 


THE MAYOR AND HIS SUPPORTERS. 
Mayor Harrison's rhetoric is lively in 
his reply to the Municipal Voters’ league 
but his argument is obscured. Possibly 
the mayor was in a Spanish mood and 
used language to conceal his thought. 

In only one place is he perfectly clear 
and that is in expressing his lasting ap- 
preciation of the services of the Hon. Mr. 
Kenna and the Hon, Mr. Coughlin, alder- 
men of the first ward, who stood with 
Horatius at the bridge when the traction 
Etruscans tried to come across. 

No doubt our two municipal heroes, 
Mr. Kenna and Mr. Coughlin, could have 
made the Yerkes people come across,” 
or at least have permitted them to, and 
did not, but stood steadfastly by the then 
young Carter. 

Nevertheless, as a justification of their 
subsequent activities, this act of renun- 
ciation is time worn. Mr. Kenna and 
Mr. Coughlin might check off all spiritual 
compensations and confess that their de- 
cision to support the mayor and pot 
Yerkes proved to be materially profita- 
ble in the long run. Mr. Harrison did not 
give them quite half of his kingdom, but 
he gave them the First ward, and for 
years they governed it as they pleased. 

The mayor may cry “quits” any time 
he chooses and his conscience need not 
bother him. Mr. Kenna and Mr. Cough- 
lin have not been victims of men’s ingrat- 
itude. They cannot repair annually to 
the calcimine of their one time goodness 
and come forth redecorated and n 
in virtue. 

When the mayor attempts to justity 
his relations with Kenna and Coughlin 
he succeeds merely in justifying the M. 
V. L. criticism of him. He is easily 
reconciled to the Kenna-Coughlin type. 
If he controlled euch aldermen and con- 
stantly used them to the best advantage 
of the city he would be merely an oppor. 
tunist getting the best results from the 
material he had to use. But his rela- 
tions with them ate on the basis of give 
and take. It is not an uncompensated 
loyalty they offer him, and he not only 
uses them as he finds them in the coun- 
ell but he helps them in their efforts to 
get and retain their seats. | 

That, in brief, is the M. V. L. criticism 
of the mayor and it explains why he 
figures so prominently in the present con- 
troversy. He contributes to the “ delin- 
quency” of the council. His unconscious 
self-criticiam is severe when he says 
“Ald. Coughlin and Ald. Kenna are my 
supporters.” The M. V. L. has not said 
anything in criticism of bim more caustic 
than that. 

Any one who knows Kenna and Cough- 
lin knows that they sign only reciprocity 
treaties. If they are in an alliance they 
receive as well as give. 

When Mr. Harrison endeavors to an- 
ewer the league on the three charges 
against the administration and admin- 
istration alderman he goes lame. His 
rhetoric is still lively, but we don’t know 
what he is trying to say. With regard 
to the exoneration of the building com- 
missioner he is able merely to call the 
league officials “ whited sepulchers.“ With 
regard to the tax increase in the park 
consolidation act, it would have been 
my successor unquestionably who would 
have commenced its enforcement.” Does 
Mr. Harrison intend to suggest that he 
does not hope to succeed himself? With 
regard to the refusal to permit an in- 
dependent investigation of the city depart- 
ments he defends the city civil service 
commission and its efficiency bureau. 

The city civil service commission per- 
mitted the mayor to pay a political debt 
by restoring to office the much discharged 
Frank Solon and permitted him to do so 
by presenting a faulty record of the dix 
charge proceedings when Solon appeared 
in court to ask for reinstatement. That 
alone would give the ordinary observer 
pause for doubt and at least suggest that 
an investigation of city departments 
would be better off if not subject to the 
interference of one of the departments. 

The mayor merely talks back at the 
league. He doesn't answer its criticism 


of him.

QUEEN AIDS CONSUMPTIVES.—A dis- 
pensary for the cure and prevention of tuber- 
culosis named after the Queen Regina 
Biena” has just been opened in Rome. It ia 
modeled on similar institutions opened in 
Edinburgh by Dr. Phillips and consists of 
two wards, one of which is a day sanitarium, 
where children from 5 to 14 rms from 
tuberculosis, will be treated.

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SMALLPOX RECORD EXPECTED. 

HE evidence from the state boards of 

| health is that we have had an unusual 

amount of smallpox this winter. In 

the natural course the amount of 

smallpox will increase until May, and 

then will be at a standstill fora month. With 

warm weather it will decrease. We may 

therefore expect the record for smallpox for 
this century. 

The disease is 60 mild and has been so mild 
for sixteen years that a great many unvac- 
cinated people have accumulated. Fear is 
a force, and, like every other force, it can 
be used for good or for evil. 

We are now having an undue amount of 
smallpox, because a large portion of the 
people will not act on judgment, and fear, 
their usual whip in a matter of this sort, no 
longer works; smallpox is too mild. 

— 

Though the disease is mild, it is the history 
of this and other diseases of its type that, 
from time to time, waves of virulent small- 
pox sweep over the country. 

To contro] the disease two methods are 
employed: One is vaccination, the other 
hospitalization—isolating the sick in hos- 
pitals or in makeshift quarantine places. 

The latter method is both ineffective and 
expensive. Niagara Falls has been trying 
this method for several years. Two years 
ago the place got emallpox, and it has not 
been able to get rid of it. 

The city is quarantined against by its 
Canadian neighbors. The New York state 
health department has been petitioned by 
the Buffalo department, so dispatches tell us, 
to quarantine the state against Niagara 
Falls. 

The weekly United States public health 
service reports credit the place with 158 
cases, reported in the five January issues. 
It is a safe guess that the sensible people of 
Niagara Falls will not tolerate this paralysis 
of business longer. That town of 26,000 
will vaccinate and end the epidemic. 


—~o- 

Thus again it is proved that controlling 
smallpox without vaccination is ineffective 
and expensive. In the light of these facts it 
behooves thoughtful people to weigh the 
evidence on vaccination. 

On the one side are arrayed the men wh? 
have had experience in controlling epidemics. 
On the other are a numberof groups. Many 
do not pretend to any scientific knowledge, 
but they object because they think it an in- 
vasion of individual rights. 

Another group is composed of curers and 
healers of one sort or another. They have 
never seen a case of smallpox. If they saw 
one they would turn it over to some one else. 
‘They do not care for smallpox, but they see 
in this agitation a chance to strike at other 
groups of h and thus indirectly to 
promote their cause. 

Now the ordinary citizen is not interested 
greatly in eithercause. He wants to do what 
is best for his family and for business, He 
wants the evidence. He can get it in the 
German report, or the British report, or the 
Pennsylvania report. Read Leicester's dis- 
sertation tomorrow.

SLIGHT DANGER FROM BOOKS, 
D. P. writes: Would you please inform 
me if there is danger of children getting dis- 
ease from the use of school books that other 


children have used? A large public school 

furnishes the books for the children. How 

sould books be disinfected at home? 
REPLY. 

The danger is slight. Most cities require that 
books used by chidiren suffering from scarlet fever 
and allied forms of contagion be held in the infected 
homes as long as the contagion lasts and then be 
disinfected before going into circulation. Disin- 
fection of beoke is difficult. 80 far as home dis- 
fection is concerned, exposure (when opened) te 
sunlight and air two bre! is enough. 


SEE DEPENDABLE DOCTOR, 

J. C. writes: Would you kindly tell me 
if it is possible for one to contract a blood 
disease from another person by useing dishes? 
My brother has a bad case, but I am just 18. 
I did not know until recently what alled him. 
I have hed an eruption of the skin five or six 
times in the last year, and have noticed yel- 
low spots on my eyes, the same as on his. 
I have not been in good health for the last 
year. Iam ashamed to goto a doctor. Please 
tell me what to do. Iam almost crazy wor- 
rying over it. O, why don’t they warn these 
men and not have them bring such a terrible 
disease home! If I were a boy the situation 
would not be 80 hard to endure.” 

REPLY. 

The disease can be contracted through careless- 
ness with cups and dishes. However, you must not 
conclude you are infected merely because of a 
skin eruption. Be sensible. Go to a capable, de- 
pendable physician. He will direct you so as to 
prevent infection and probably that is the only 
service you will need. 


BABY HAS RASH. 

Mra. W. A. B. writes: “My baby of 6 
months has a little rash on the back of her 
head which she never stops scratching. | 
used vaseline on it for weeks and talcum 
powder, but they gave her no ease. What 
would you advise me to do for it? 

REPLY.

This cause might be sald tc 
belong to habits. Pusey says the underlying sys- 
temic disturbances for the most part have to do 
with digestion or assimilation. 

About the only way to summarise is that each 
case of eczema must be studied, the cause of thai 
case discovered, and the proper care of the skin in 
that case must be carried out.

Cross not as a soldier but as a special cor- 
respondent of the London Times. 

He was doing duty as aid de camp on the 
staff of the viceroy of India at Calcutta when 
the frontier war of 1897 broke out. He volun- 
teered for active service, and, being unable 
to get to the front as a combatant, went as a 
war correspondent. 

During a brush with the enemy he man- 
aged to rescue a dangerously wounded com- 
rade, Lieut. McLean, whose horse had been 
killed. 

It was the bravest feat of the campaign, 
and those who witnessed it cannot to this day 
understand how Lord Dunmore managed to 
escape unhurt, as he and the wounded man 
Were literally surrounded by the savage 
tribesmen. On the same day he had no leas 
than three horses shot under him. 

The Victoria Cross, as is well known, is 
only conferred for feats of ex- 
ceptional heroism under fire of the enemy. 

Lady Dunmore was a Mise Kemble, a 
daughter of the Scotch laird who owns the

Lord Dunmore’s name is a familar one on 
this side of the water. The late ear! took part 
in the war for the unlon, serving on the staff 
during the last 

ghteen months of the conflict, 

Although hoiding a/commiasion in the 
royal navy as captain, he had previously un- 
der an assumed name commanded during 
nearly three years the Nashville and other 
blockade runners, being one of a number of 
Englitshmen of birth, fortune, and title who 
embarked in the blockade running enter- 
prise for the sake of the excitement and ad- 
venture. 

One of his principal feats was a ride on 
horseback from Peking to Constantinople, 
When he got back to England he Published a 
volume describing the journey, which ro- 
sulted in an odd controversy in the London 
Times, 

In his book he asserted that one of the 
great Central Asian rulers by whom he was 
entertained was so comvineed of divine con- 
sideration that he was in the habit of grant- 
ing free passes to heaven by means of letters 
of recommendation, addressed “to my 
brother Gabriel.“

OF OLD ST. PAUL’S CATHEDRAL 


London Authorities Fear Its Total De- 
struction Unless Firm Foundation 
and Piers Are Constructed. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE,) 


LONDON, Feb. 23.—The authorities of St. | 


Paul's have issued a public appeal for $350,- 
000 to pay for repairs to the cathedral. The 
danger of some kind of ar. accident owing to 
the present condition of the edifice is a source 
of constant anxiety to them. The plans in- 
clude the removal of iron work put in by Sir 
Christopher Wren, the famous architect, who 
built the cathedral. The settling walls and 
unstable piere on an insecure foundation have 
threatened the total destruction of the fa- 
mous building for years. 

The foundation is said to be almost the 
worst that could be found and the piers, in- 
stead of being solid masonry, are only thin 
Smells of Portland stone filled with rubble. 
The weight of the huge dome overburdens 
these piers. 

It will take several years to complete the 
repairs and alterations which are proposed.

IR EDWARD ELGAR’S setting of Arthur 

. O'Shaughnessy's ode The Music Makers” 

brought: pleasure to many last night in 

Orchestra hall when it Was presented for 

the firet time by the Apollo clud. It bids 

fair to de one of the English composers most 

popular works. Among its several merits not 

the least important, therefore, is the service 

which it seems destined to perform to poetry; 

for it should make known to many a bit of verse 

wherein thoughts of great beauty are expressed 

with at least that measure of skill which Eng- 
land demands of laureates. 

That it will add to the enduring fame of Elgar 
seems less evident. It develops no new. tenden- 
cies in his art, which, to all appearances, is im- 
movably fixed in its present system. This sys- 
tem is fatal to permanent pleasure because of 
its mechanical regularity. Its obviousness— 
plus certain graces of melody and color—leads 
to immediate approval, and almost before ap- 
proval has lost its first enthusiasm interest 
begins to wane. This is sincerely to be re- 
gretted since Elgar occasionally is blessed with 
a melodic idea of great beauty.

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5 Great Poets 


{LLIAM BUTLER YBATS, post, drama- 

tist, and leader of the Irish national 

theater movement, who arrived in Chi- 

cago yesterday, declared last night in 

an address before the Twentieth Cen- 
tury club that great poets and artists are not 
emotional. 

“The great artist and poet is not & . happy, 
pleasure loving, emotional man,“ said Mr. Yeats. 
“ All the bad poets, bad painters, bad musicians, 
and practical men are emotional. They believe 
in money, in success, in work. But the great 
artists are those who have awakened from the 
dream. 

The practical men are much more dangerous 
than ever before. In the middle ages they rode 
forth to battle on their horses. Now they ride 
their minds, and instead of wielding their 
swords they put down their thoughts, They 
have filled the world with sentimentality, which 
is self-deception. It is not their business to 
think, but to make us think. 

— 

“Tt is because of this sentimentality and 
rhetoric that realism has forced itself forward. 
A passion for reality has come upon the world. 
Only when it is faced can we have again the 
audiences for the things that are great and 
beautiful. These men wish to bring out all the 
exact discreditable circumstances. They have 
a passion for disreputable facts. 

“We are going to have theater realism. See- 
nic reproduction will not be sufficient. There 
will be nothing that cannot be actually repro- 
duced on the stage. The triumph of democracy 
has brought the realistic drama. It needs no 
previous culture” , 

After his lecture he read a number of his 
poems. 


— 

Mr. Yeats, who was the guest of Miss Har- 
riet Monroe, editor of Poetry, said he had had 
no opportunity to gather impressions of Chi- 
cago. 

His hair is streaked with gray, and more lines 
are in his face than there were when he was 
in Chicago on a former visit. He declared he is 
of an “older school of poets who revolted 
against the Vi¢evorian moral seriousness and in 
turn are being attacked by the revolutionary 
young men of the present school.” 


Yeats thinks Americans are more progressive, . 


more open to conviction, and more “hopeful” 
than the English. There is a strain of the 
Latin in the American race, he said, which is 
more like the French than like the Anglo-Saxon 
or Teutonic races. He believes America will 
produce world famous poets and artists, and 
that Americans some day will devote a part of 
each day to contemplation and thus get away 
from striet attention to relief of material wants.

Urges Universal Peace. 


“Science has made a neighborhood of the 
world, now let Christianity make of the world 
a big brotherhood,” said the Rev. Charles E. 
Jefferson, pastor of the Broadway Tabernacle 
church, New York, in an address at the ninth 
annual interdenominational banquet of Chicago 
churches at the Hotel La Salle last night at 
which the Baptist Eocial union, the Congrega- 
tional club, the Methodist Social union, and the 
Presbyterian Social union were represented. 

H. E. Peabody, vice president of the Congre- 
gational club, presided and introduced the speak- 
er, whose topic was The Church and Interna- 
tional Peace. 

“Why ie this peace question here?” asked 
Dr. Jefferson. “ We are living in an age of peace 
foundation, of arbitration, and of Hague tribu- 
nals. And yet the question comes up, why a 
peace problem? The world is nearer together 
than ever before, none but alarmists remaining 
outside of the fold of contentment, but we can- 
not get away from the problem. 

“We must do something to clear away the 
bayonets and guns before we can say thy kine- 
dom come,’ and not have it come to rest on guns 
and bayonets.”

Only 
three of the mothers failed to come. She sold 
all of the dolls that she had made up, and had 
orders for five more. She sold the dolls, with 
an entire wardrobe, for from 25 to 50 cents. 
Many of the mothers bought the dolls as gifts

FRIENDS EXPECT NEW PLAN TO WIN 


Some friends of Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, 
superintendent of schools, prophesied yes- 
terday the fight on the course of study 
offered by Mrs. Young will fail. The reason, 
they say, is that the ability of the teachers, 
principals, and district superintendents is 
questioned rather than that of the superin- 
tendent. 

The course of study was turned down by the 
board at its last meeting. The board will sit 
as a school management committee of the 
whole on Thursday to take up the subject. 


Less of Fads“ in New Course. 
Figures were compiled in the superintend- 
ent’s office showing the difference between 
the proposed course and the one in use. It 
shows there is not a great difference between 
the two. In the proposed course, however, 


| one-third of the so-called fad studies 


have been cut out. In English there are 238 
more hours of study under the proposed 
course than under the old one. Last year 
2,800 hours were given to English. 
Practically the same amount of time is 
given to mathematics, with 833 hours under 
the new course and 836 under the old. Twen- 
ty-five more hours a year were allotted to 
history and clyics under the course now in 
use than under the new one. The time for 
penmanship drops from 400 to 150. 


On the other hand there are 340 hours less 


in the proposed course than under the old 
course allotted to arts ’’—the study classed 


as fad by some members of the board of | 


education. The number of hours under the 
old course was 900. Under the proposed 
plan there are 560 hours. 


Other ‘‘Fads’” Eliminated. 

Other fads have been eliminated. The 
Chicago course, Which now has fifty hours, 
is combined with geography. Nature study, 
which formerly had 280 hours, is dropped. 
The study of music is increased by twenty 
hours, and in the new course is 450 hours. 

The same amount of time under both 
courses is given to opening exercises, re- 
ceases, physical education. Teacher's se- 
lectlon, which formerly had no time, has 
225 hours under the new course. 

A comparison was made with the course 
submitted by Mrs. Young, and the courses 
submitted by teachers, by district superin- 
tendents and by principals. In the first grade 
Mrs. Young’s course corresponds exactly 
with those of the principals and teachers, 
In the second grade it corresponds with the 
principals and teachers’ in the first semester, 

and with the superintendents and teachers’ 
in the second semester. The principals left 
out “ teacher’s selection.” 


| Third Grade Similarity. 

In the third grade Mrs. Young’s course cor+ 
responds with all three courses in the first 
semester. In the second semester it corre- 
sponds with the teachers’ course, which dif- 
fers from the other two by allowing a 
“teacher's selection instead of art con- 
struction” for the principals and of na- 
ture in that of the district superintend- 
ents. 

Mrs. Young included music in the first 
semester of the fourth garde, instead of 
physical education in the course submitted 
dy the principals and superintendents, and 
penmanship in that of the teachers. In the 
second semester it corresponds with the 
teachers’ course. Mrs. Young's course cor- 
responds exactly with that of the principals 
and district superintendents in the first 
semester of the fifth grade. In the second 
semester, her course differs from the others 
vy the insertion of geography. 


Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth. 

The superintendents, district superintend- 
ents and teachers are alike in the first of the 
sixth, and in the second, except that Mrs. 
Young has added “ teacher’s selection.” In 
the first of the seventh Mrs. Young's course 
differs from a combination of the others by 
the insertion of penmanship. In the second 
half her course differs from that of the teach- 
er's by the substitution of arts for musio 
and history. 

In the eighth grade, first and second seme- 
esters, Mrs. Young’s course corresponds with 
that of the teachers and district superin- 
tendents, except that “ teacher’s selection 
takes the place of penmanship in the course 
offered by the district superintendents.

SAYS MRS. PALMER 


Announces She Is Preparing 
Statement in Florida Re- 


garding the “Myste- 
rious” $20,000. 


OFFERED $200,000 GIFT? 


Harlow N. Higinbotham Asserts 
She Was Granted Conces- 
sions on That Promise 
in 1893. 


Mrs. Potter Palmer yesterday in an inter- 
view at Sarasota, F'la., said she was prepar- 
ing a statement of her connection with the 
“ mysterious " world’s fair fund of $40,000 or 
$20,000 now known to be locked up in a safety 
deposit box somewhere in Chicago. Mrs. 
Palmer gave out a little information in ad- 
vance. She omitted to say, however, how 
much the fund is or where it is at prqsent 
depo ted. 

She made one point clear—that the money 
appropriated by the federal government for 
the woman's building at the fair never was in 
her hands, but was in the hands of a federal 
agent. He merely paid on vouchers presented 
by her or by other members of the board of 
lady managers. That part of the appropria- 
tion not expended remained in the treasury of 
the United States, 


“Fund Is Intact.” 

At no time did I havein my possession one 
dollar of the fund appropriated to the board 
of lady managers,” she said. “ The United 
States government sent an agent to Chicago 
to handle its funds. All bills were paid by 
voucher and were paid by this agent. The 
fund is intact. 

“ Immediately on the close of the fair I in- 
vested that money in securities. They bear 
interest, and this interest has been permitted 
to accumulate. The entire fund is available 
whenever it becomes of suitable size for the 
purpose for which it was created. 

“It was set aside until it was sufficiently 
large fora charity of which needy women and 
children are to be the beneficiaries.” 

Mrs. Palmer said she could not understand 
the motives which led to the talk about the 
„ mysterious fund.” She apparently felt the 
investigation was an attack upon her.

CONTRADICTED; KNIFE IDENTIFIED? 


Aurora, III., Feb. 23.—[Special.}—Shertf 
Frank Michels announced tonight that he 
had secured five additional witnesses who 
would add circumstantial evidence to the web 
being woven about Anthony Petras. 

Petras is held in the Aurora jail in conmec- 
tion with the murder of Miss Theresa Hol- 
lander in St. Nicholas cemetery on Monday 
night a week ago. 


List of Witnesses. 
According to the sheriff the witnesses aret 

Three women, who on the two congecu- 
tive Monday nights previous to the mur- 
der saw a man skulking in the cemetery 
as if waiting for some one. 

Two men, who walked two blocks south 
in Indiana avenue and caught the street 
car waiting at the spot where Petras 
says he left it and walked north on In- 
diana avenue. The men say they en- 
countered no one. 

Dr. J. W. McDonald, brother of Cirouit 
Judge Charles Me Donald. Dr. McDonald 
examined the penknife found in the ceme- 
tery. He said one year ago when he at- 
tended Petras in an accident he had on- 
sion to see a similar knife in the man's 
pockets. Dr. to state 
whether or not he ideutinied the knife 
found in the cemetery as the one he saw 
a year before in Petras’ pockets. 


Confronted by Parents. 
Petras stood silent with bowed head in 
his cell when confronted during the day 
by Mr. and Mre. Louls Hollander, the aged 
| parents of the slain girl. They asked him 
' questions, but he refused to answer. Mra. 
Hollander pointed an accusing finger at him 
and said: 

There ia the man that killed my poor gi 
—he did it.” 

Petras had to step back from the bars 
when the aged woman rushed at him with 
her fingers extended like claws. She be- 
came hysterical and had to be removed from 
the jail. 

Sheriff! Michels said he would permit 
Petras to see his wife only five minutes each 
day from now until the inquest is held on 
Thursday. 

Miss Elmer Anderson, who lives at Ohio 
and Liberty streets, and Miss Hattie Kline 
of 300 Stewart avenue, told the authorities 
that on Monday night three weeks ago— 
two weeks before the murder—they had 
passed the cemetery and noticed a man Lid- 
ing behind a tree, They said they remarked 
at the time that the man looked as though 
he was waiting for some one. 

Monday night was the night on which Miss 
Hollander attended the meetings of her 
lodge. On the Monday night three weeks 
ago her father accompanied her home. 


Saw Man in Bushes. 

Miss Hattie Bradshaw of 696 Front street 
told the sheriff that on the Monday night pre- 
vious to the murder she walked by the ceme- 
tery and was frightened by a man she saw 
standing behind a clump of bushes. On that 
night Miss Hollander returned from the lodge 
meeting with Nicholas Fellner, with whom 
she had been going regularly since she broke 
her engagement with Petras. 

Sheriff Michels places much importance on 
the statements of the two men who boarded 
the street car waiting at the end of the line, 
at the place where Petras alighted from it, 
one block north of the place where Miss Hel- 
lander alighted alone. 

Petras stoutly has maintained that when he 
left the car he waiked north in Indiana ave- 
nue to his home, three blocks north of that 
point. The two men who caught the dar say 
they were walking south in Indiana avenue 
and caught the car, but did not encounter 
any one on the street.
